BEWARE THE RAT 

The Province of Alberta is one 
of the few remaining large areas 
of the North American continent 
that is still relatively free of rats. 
Al the present time people, the 
local government involved, and 
the Provincial Government are 
doing everything they can to ex¬ 
terminate rat colonies that have 
established themselves in the ex¬ 
treme east central part of the Pro¬ 
vince. 

I^ist fall being warm and open 
was favorable for the rats, and 
there was a major rat movement, 
However, they have not penetrated 
farther west into the province, 
and practically all colonies are 
confined to Ranges 1 and 2 along 
the 4th Meridian. This Infested 


the last two- years. The rats have 
been confined there by the good 
work done by Municipal Pest Con¬ 
trol Officers, other persons and 
organizations. 

At the present time the main 
control measures being used are 
Warfarin poison and carbon mon¬ 
oxide gassing. Farmers and other 
t tsidenu of the intested area art- 
being encouraged to clean up their 
premises, and maintain rat-proofed 
buildings to eliminate food and 
shelter for these pests. 

During 1954 approximately 450 
infested premises were found. 
Most of these have been extermin¬ 
ated or brougnt under control, re¬ 
ducing the rat population to the 
extent where they will no be for¬ 
ced to move. The amount of War- 
ferin and Plval rat poison supplied 
by the Government and sold by 
C ommerclal tlrms in 1954, was suf¬ 
ficient to kill 25,000 rats. 

' There have been isolated cases 
of rats found at various points. 
This would indicate the need of 
\ igllano- by everyone. Ij»st March 
a black roof rat was killed at 
Edmonton, when it vacated a re¬ 
frigerator car, Juat arrived from 
the west const. During the fall 
four rats were reported killed at 
Drumheller. A young rat was kill¬ 
er at Manville In Qctober, another

be closed for serving customers at 
and after the hour of six oclock 
in the afternoon of every business 
day, except Saturday of each 
week, on which day such shops 
shall be closed at and after the 
hour of seven o’clock in the even¬ 
ing from January 1st to March 31st 
inclusive and at and after the hour, 
ol nine o’clock from April 1st to 
December 31st, and excepf on 
Wednesday of each week, on which 
day such shops shall be closed at 
and after the hour of twelve o'¬ 
clock noon. 

Provided that repair parts ov 
emergency supplies required in 
connection with farm machinery, 
supply of medicines, drugs or med¬ 
ical appliances and supply of any 
article required for immediate use 
by reason or because of an emer¬ 
gency arising from sickness or 
death, may be sold after the clos¬ 
ing hour in all cases for umer- 
geney. 

And further, provided that the 
terms of this By-Law shall not ap¬ 
ply to sales made at any fair or 
exhibition lawfully held, or at a 
bazaar for charitalbe or church 
purposes, nor to any shop where 
no trade or business is carried on 
other than one or more of the 
t'-ades or businesses mentioned in 
the schedule hereto.
